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INCOME T A X LEVELS 
W 
ASHINGTON reports say that the new 
federal tax legislation may tax only 
incomes higher than $2,500 a year. This 
prospect must be \ ie wed with amazement 
in foreign countries. 
In England, income 
taxes o'.art at about one-tenth as much, 
and at the $2,500 level an Englishman 
would be paying nearly half his salary or 
wages in taxes. 
It is evident that we have to raise bil­ 
lions of dollars more than we are raising 
now, in order to keep our national credit 
sound as our war debt soars. Somebody 
has to pay the new billions. The high brac­ 
kets, already paying very* heavily, must 
pay still more. 
But the heaviest burden, 
when everything is considered, will fall, 
as it has fallen for years, chiefly upon 
the middle-class incomes. 
It takes the wisdom of Solomon to 
work out the equities in such matters. Yet 
the statesmen in charge should be able to 
make a fairer distribution of tax burdens 
than they seem to be doing. 
Especially 
when the lower income people right now 
are more patriotic, and more willing to 
share the national tax burdens, than Con­ 
gressional leaders give them credit fur. 


H ITLER ’S ARMIES 
H 
ITLER is collecting new armies. He is 
> 
rounding up troops from his subjects, 
who are called, to flatter them, his allies. 
Bulgaria, Romania, Hungary and unhappy 
Italy, have been ordered to supply soldiers 
for the spring offensive. Estimates arc that 
600,000 men have been demanded. Poor 
devils! They know by now that it is not 
their w ar, but they must go. 
Napoleon was like that. 
His Grand 
Army that invaded Russia was composed 
of Austrians, Bavarians,

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JONES M AY BE STRIPPED 
W 
ASHINGTON — The President may j 
shortly strip Jesse Jones of some more 
of his financial power. 
In a recent executive order the Pres­ 
ident deprived Jones of sole authority over 
small business loans and empowered the 
Army, Navy and War Production Board 
to approve such loans. 
Now under White House consideration 
is a plan to take away from Jones the con­ 
trol of three key w ar finance agencies and 
transfer them to the Board of Economic ! 
Warfare, headed by Vice President W al-j 
lace and hard-hitting Milo Perkins. 
In ad­ 
dition to the Ez port-Im port Bank, which j 
The Merry-Go-Round previously reported ; 
might be transferred, 
the 
agencies are 
the Defense Supplies Corporation and the 
Metals Reserve Company. 
In urging this shift, war chiefs have* 
pointed out to Hie President that while 
BEW is entrusted with the job of waging 
aggressive economic warfare against the 
Axis, the chief instrumentalities for con­ 
ducting this fight are not under BEW con­ 
trol. 
This situation, it is held, is compar­ 
able to the General Staff undertaking a 
campaign with the army run by the State 
Department. 
Another argument being stressed for 
the plan is Jones’ banker-mindedness. 
It is contended that as Federal Loan 
Administrator, Jones’ primary concern is 
ensuring the 
repayment of 
government I 
loans. 
But with the country at war this 
consideration, it is Held, is of secondary* j 
importance. 
If 
it 
is 
necessary to take I 
financial risks to ensure victory, then they 
must be taken. 
Inner circlers claim that the BEW is 
hampered in its crucial economic opera­ 
tions against the Axis because of lack of 
direct access to the financial resources of 
the three agencies controlled by Jones. It 
is asserted that with these agencies direct­ 
ly under BEW authority, their effective­ 
ness would be enormously increased. 
Note: 
Friends of Jones indignantly, 
deny that lie had anything to do with Rep­ 
resentative Marlin Dies’ surprise attack on 
BEW, accusing Co of ita employes, 25 of 
them unnamed, of boing leftwingers.

The collection of a child’s urine for 
exam ination is difficult, and the 
younger the child, the greater the 
difficulty. 
In elderly ptop.e in tr.ese cases 
there is backache, hut children 
usually are n ’t able to explain tr.eir 
illnesses and the loc albation may 
be missed for a long time.
